A RATHER curious anit has recently been 
heard by Mr Brenan, H'B.M.’s Consul 
at Tientsin, in which. Mr RB. Griffon, on 
bohalf. -of tha’ French Syndicate. . sued 
Messrs. Jardine, Matheson & Oo. to recover 
the’ value of a war. balloun, which tho 
plaintiff ulegod was injured while on buart 
the defendants’ steamer Pechiti,. Judgment 
was delivered as follows : This is'nm uetion 
tu recover Tla, 3,460, the valne of o balloon 
alloged to have beon damaged on board the 
88. Pechili betweon Sharghaiand Tientsin ; 
in addition to a aum of Tis. 6,009 for 
injury to the interesta of tho French 
Syndicate arising out.vf the non-delivery of 
the ballon. ‘fhe -dofendante .reaist the 
claim, firstly,-on thé ground that the injury 
to.the balloon must have beew caused be.. 
fure it pussed into’ their custody ; aud 
svcondly, on the ground. that by the terms 
of the Bill of Lading their liability is imit- 
ed to $100.. The firstpart ‘of thy defence 
is-based on the fact that when the case was 
oponed and the balloon unpacked at ‘Tion- 
tsin a vest of young rate. was found within 


its folds; that the mother. rat.conld not | 


have had. nceesa tothe interior of the 
package untilaftor the tliieves had made 
the opening through which a portion of the 
sitk was stolen—this is admitted by both 
sides,—and that “¢onaequently the theft 
must have taken place before the. case. was 
put on board ‘the Pechili, Tho.
